Textile  mills  have  heavy  schedules  to  meet  in  wartime.    Every  home  saving 

on  household  textiles  helps  case  the  burden  on  these  mills.   (Name)

and  pillowcases,  "based  on  inforaation  "by  home  economists  of  the  U,  S,  Department 
of  ^i.griculture . 

One  suggestion  is  to  distribrate  the  wear  as  evenly  as  possible.  Sheets 

wear  out  most  quickly  where  the  sleeper's  shoulders  rest,  so  reverse  the  sheet 

once  in  a  while  to  put  the  top  part  at  the  bottom  of  the  bed.    Sheots  also  last 

longer  if  you  lot  each  one  rest  betvrcen  the  times  it's  used.    A  good  scheme  is 

to  put  freshly  laundered  sheets  on  the  bottom  of  the  pile  in  the  linen  closet, 

and  use  the  ones  on  top  first. 

Loose  or  sharp  wires  on  bed springs  or  splinters  in  bed  rails  can  snag  or 
tear  shor^ts.  Bend  down  such  v;ires  and  sandpaper  splintory  places  on  the  rails,. 
And  Liond  any  snagged  or  torn  places  in  sheets  quickly,  before  they  got  bigger. 

Both  sheets  and  pillov/cases  that  are  too  snail  will  wear  out  more  auickly 
than  those  the  right  size.    You  can  piece  sheets  to  make  them  longer  or  give  them 
more  tucking~in  room  at  the  sides.    If  3/our  pillowcases  are  narrov;,  you  can  piece 
the  sides  of  those,  too. 

Und..;rslii-)s,  the  removable  coverings  for  pillows,  lighten  wear  on  cases  by 
PuCting  As  a  ^^iDufii'or"  botvre::n  the  case  and  the  harsher  pillow  ticking.    A  pillowcase 
may  shov:  first  signs  of  wear  were  it' s  constantly  folded,  and  nay  even  split  at 
these  pl>:ico5.    To  avoid  this,  with  a  pillowcase  made  from  tubing  and  having  no 
side  seams,  open  the  end  seam  and  move  the  side  places  whsrc  folds  formerly  vrerc 
made  over  to  the  face  of  the  pillowcase.    'Then  re  seam  the  end. 


Using  a  sheet  or  pillov7case  a.s  a  laundry  bag  is  one  of  the  hardest  uses  to 
hich  it  can  be  "out.     It"  strains  the  sheet  where  it's  laiotted,  and  the  seojns  of 
he  pillowc:\se.    Then  too,  the  fabric,  although  sturdy    v/vas  not  mad.e  for  tnis 
T-^^  of  we^r  and  much  damage  can  be  done  by  rough  handling.
